The worst wind and rain storm that was ever known to sweep ov'er Lima, 


was the one which came up at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 


The morning dawned bright and beautiful, and little did the people 


thiiik that within so short a period a severe storm, in which the damage 
wrought bv the wind and rain will aggregate thousands of dollars, would pass 
over the city. 


This is tht> efjui-noctial period, and the storm is thus accounted for. In 


Kansas tbe storm would be termed a baby cyclone, but in this neck o; the 
woods it is considered as a big hurricane. Never before in the annals of the 
city has excictement been so rampant as this afternoon. 
Just previous to 


onslaught, when the northwestern heavens hud been darkened almost as black 
as night, by tlie roaring, twisting, seething clouds, people ran amuck down 
the streets ami the screams of the women ana eluldrea caused the cold shiv- 
ers to chase up and downthe spinal columns of strong men, whose faces turned 
deathly white as they thought of their wives and babies at 
home. 


Suddenly the rain commenced to fall, in small quantities at first, then it came 
in torrents. The very bottom of the sky seemed to give way, and tbe water 
fell in streams. Streets were converted into veritable rivers, and pandemon- 
ium reigned in every home. 


The wind tamed everything topsy turvey, and it is a miracle that many 


lives were not sacrificed. 


Hundreds of signs and awnings were blown away, and numerous windows 


were broken, while buggies hitched to horses in the streets were blown 
over 
and

up by the storm's 


vortex and carried, in many instances, several hundred feet. There were nn- 
inerons runaways, and lady clerks in the down-town stores were overcome 
with exhaustion from the excitement caused by the storm. Never before have 
the people of the city experienced such an inexplicable dread.

At that time one-third of the playing 
forces of the league was quartered in 
the metropolis, including the members 
of the New York, Brooklyn.

Enmities of the 
field were forgotten as the players of 
these various clubs gathered and dis- 
cussed the decision. One of their com- 
rades had been 
unjustly sentenced, 


should the Baltimore club, in its en- 
deavors to punish Andrew Freedman, 
suspend Holmes, a fellow-player would 
be deprived of a livelihood for a trivial 
offense, which any one of them in n 
moment of anger might commit. Sev- 
eral of the best players in the league 
volunteered to contribute to a fund to 
aid Holmes in bringing the matter into 
the civil courts. 
Never 
since 
the 


Brotherhood collapsed has organization 
of the players been so strongly advo- 
cated in the big league. The combina- 
tion discussed would have none of the 
features of the former organization, 
which died in its infancy from a com- 
plication of organic diseases. 
It would 


have a different object in view, viz.: 
the protection of the player. One of 
the most capable men in the league 
said: "What are we now—a lot of 
cattle to be driven here and there ac- 
cording to the caprices of men who are 
endeavoring to amuse the public. Have 
you ever heard of a meeting of the 
magnates, as they are styled, where 
the players were given any considera- 
tion? If the public demanded it, a nils 
would be passed allowing us to carry 
bowie knives and carve our way around 
the bafies. I know as well as you do 
that there are men in every team in 
the league who have to be treated like 
dogs in order to get their best en- 
deavors, but this is the exception rather 
than the rule. Outside of the fact that 
I can make more money, or at least as 
much by playing ball, than I can in 
any other line, I love the game. In 
making or revising the rules, have you 
ever heard of the players being con- 
sulted—yet who would be more com- 
petent judges in such matters than the 
players themselves, the men. who have 
to abide by these laws? I think that 
each year is bringing more intelligent

men into tbe game. There are fewer 
rowdies, fewer drunkards, and there 
would even be less if the owners would 
set a good example to the public by 
taking the players into their confidence. 
The magnates condemn the public for 
losing faith in the players and yet, by 
their own rulings, they show that they 
never had any faith to lose. I can not 
see why an organization of the players 
should not be recognized and even en- 
couraged by the magnates, and I think 
that such a body should be allowed a 
representative on the committee which 
makes tbe playing rules. In the ten 
years that I have been in the game I 
have never asked for more money than 
has been offered me, but I have tried 
to show my worth by my endeavors, 
and think I have succeeded."

,to explain to the public that players 
are only human, and they have their 
faults as other men do. We cannot 
hit; that is all. there is to it. Lately 
the newspaper men have told us to 
bunt. We could and can bunt, but then 
we would invariably get thrown ont. 
The trouble is that all the third base- 
men in the league have sized up our 
play. For several years we benefited 
by it. Bunting was our strong point, 
but after awhile the players on the 
other teams got on to us. Why there 
are third basemen in the business who 
even come up close to a big ice •wagon 
like men. They play in looking for a 
bunt. It is then our play to try and 
chop it over their heads, but that is 
a hard matter. Then, too, we have been 
advised to bunt toward first base. On 
the ordinary twirler this is one of the 
hardest pieces of work imaginable. The 
chances are great for popping up little 
flies, and then, too, there are big chanc- 
es of it rolling right in the pitcher's 
box."

large Inland lakes. 


Everything along the entire length of 


tha canal Is controlled tram the main 
office, in a place locally known as Ter- 
repiein, a part of the old town of Suez. 
No such name as Terreplein appears on 
most mans of the canal, but to those 
who live In Suez, the niado land, the 
filled UD marshes and the chains of 
Islands which project 
into the gulf 


nearly two miles from the main part 
of the city are known not by their 
official narnrs, es Port Tewflk or Port 
Ibrahim, but as Terreplein. 


In the large office at Terreplein there 


Is almost perfect silence, though the 
employes are working steadily, each 
at his especial task. Sometimes there 
are as many as forty ships in the canal 
at one time, and the slightest mistake 
In signalling between the stations might 
lead to serious consequences. All these 
vessels, whether they are in the nar- 
rowest cutting, whether they are rnov- 
Jn?r along at full steam through the 2."! 
miles of deep water in the Great Bitter 
lakes, or whether they are leax'ing the 
canal at Port Said, are under the di- 
rection of the man who sits at his desk 
in the office at Terreplein. 


The method of working the canal Is 


ingenious, yet comparatively simple. At 
one side of the "room against the wall, 
is a narrow shelf, along which runs a 
groove. At intervals- this groove has 
deep recesses, which in t-wo places are 
much larger than they are elsewhere. 
The srroove represents the canal and 
the recesses the sidings, the two large 
ones being the Great Bitter lakes and 
Lake Timsa-h. When a vessel has been 
signalled and is about to enter 
the 


canal—at the Suez end, for example— 
a toy boat or model, about four Inches 
lon^, is chosen- to represent her. 
A 


group of these little models stands 
ready near the model canal, and each' 
one Is furnished with a fla^ to denote 
its nationality. The English flag is nat- 
urally the predominating ensign though 
all countries are provided for. As the 
real steamer approaches a,nd her name 
becomes known, it is written on a slip 
of paper and placed on the toy boat. 


The number of ships actually in the- 


canal can thus be seen at a glance and 
also the exact positions in which they 
are situated for. as the telegraphic sig- 
'nals give notice of each vessel's pro- 
gress, her toy representative is moved 
along, placed 
in a sitlics, or shown 


crossing one of the lakes. 


Signals are sent from this office t' 


th? various ".eares" or stations, tiam 
ing the siding a-t which each ship mus 
Fton and wait to let another pass it_ 
The official on duly moves the models 
.according to his dispatches, and when 
•two vessels going in opposite directions 
arc both nearing th« same siding, he 
warns their pilots by m°ans of the sig- 
nal balls and 
flags at each station, 


which he controls from the office, and 
indicates which of the two is to give 
way to the other. 


The arrangement, except in the case 


of occasional accidents, works perfect- 
ly. The clerk can tell in a moment '.he 
•.name, nationality, tonnage, draught 
and precise position of every ship !a 
the canal: he Jtnows who'her pilot la. 
how fast she Is moving, her breadth of 
beam and various other details, and 
he has absolute control of her every! 
movement. Most of the Suez pilots ara 
of Greek origin, though 
Englishmen 


and men of other nationalities are oc-| 
rasiona.l!y met. The pilot's ^hlef duty) 
Is to prescribe the rate of speed, as the 
officers of a vessel would have really 
no difficulty in taking her through the 
canal without guidance. In the nar- 
row cuts the speed is limited to six 
miles an hour, but vessels may pro- 
ceed much faster in the lake sections. 
Two pilots are always employed, for 
one goes oft and a second goes on at 
Ismailln, on Lake Timsah. 


The average time of transit for the 


3.4M ships which passed through the 
canal In the year ending in June, 1897. 
was In hours and S3 minutes. About 
two-thirds of th^sc ships were English. 
the remainder being divided among the 
other European nations. 
The canal 


tolls at. this time were nine francs n 
ton for laden passenger or cargo vessels 
End for ships of war: sis francs fifty 
centimes a ton for ships in ballast and 
without passengers: 
ten francs for 


each adult passenger and five francs 
for c«ch child. Mail sloamers and war- 
ships are generally able to secure some 
reductions from thpse rates. By a con- 
vention signed on October 29, 1SS8, tha 
Snra rnnal was exempted from block- 
adp. 
It was agreed that It should ba 


neutral at. all times, and that no part 
of it should hp fortified. Vessels of ill 
nations, whether nrme»1 or not, and 
whether belonging to nations at. pence 
or -war. are allowed to pass through
